The Price of British Columbia. 


An Ottawa, Canada, correspondent of the 
New York Times, writing March 14th, says: 

There bave been maoy idducemegts held 
out to British Columbia. Heéré are a few of 
them. The Government of the Dominion of 
Canada undertake to secure the commence- 
mént, simultageously, within two years from 
the date of the union, of the construction of 
a railway from the Pacific toward the Rocky 
Mountains, and from such point as may be 
selected.east of the Rocky, Mountains toward 
the Pacific; to connect the seaboard of Brit- 
ish Colimbia with the railway system of 
Canada, Furtber, the Government of the 
Dominion will undertake to secure the com- 
pletion of the railway within ten years from 
‘the date of the union. Ia addition to the 
stipulations already mentioned, the Domin- 
ion Govérnment, in consideration of certain 
lands to beyi-lded up by British{Columbia for 
aid in construction of the railway, agree to 
pay to British Columbia, from (the date of 
the union the sum of $100,000 per annum, 
in balf yearly payments in advance. There 
are certain subsidies held out, to! British Co- 
lumbis. In piain English—the iababiten 
of that colony, who, a short time vgo, 
tioned the Queen to be allowed to become 
partof the Upited. Sta/es” bave sold them- 
selves at a great deal more ihan their valoe. 
British Columbia—even admitting tbat she 
should for the, next half ceatury prosper in 
the'same ratig as California—would not be 
able to compensate the Dominion for the 
constraction.of a hundred miler ‘ot a Pacific 
Ravway. But ‘consolidation’! must be ac« 
complished, no matter at what violation of 
what sound political principles, or disregard 
of the doctrines of economy in Goverameut 
Men’ ‘like your local plunder en with 
the cunning aad raseatley of “Boss Tweea,’’ 
delight in thig sort of gambling.
